Jury is Quietly Investigating Many Im 


portant Postal Cases and Sensa- 


tions Promised.

Washington, July 15.—The federal 


grand"- Jury in session in this city 
is considering several important post- 
office cases which are expected to 
prove of widespread 'vterest. Post- 
master General Payn» eaid that he 
expected that there wo^W be some 
important news during hia i»,hsenee on 
his trip along the coast, ana that he 
expected the grand jury would furnish 
some Interesting developments There 
is no definite information available as 
to the identity of the cases, but the 
Jury has been working on them for 
some time. 


The resignation of George A. C. 


Christiansy, who was given a leave of 
absence aSylawclerk of thedepartment 
shortly after the sensational rifling of 
the assistant attorney general's safe 
by Mrs". Tyner, has been under discus- 
sion at th« department, but there will 
be no final action before Postmaster 
General Payne's return to the city. 
Mr. Payne will be aboard the revenue 
cutter while it makes its regular 
cruise, -which will extend as far as 
Boston and possibly up to the Maine 
coast 


The report of the Inspectors in the 


case of the General Manifolding corn- 
pan of Franklin, Pa., which employs 
a son of William Landvolgt, formerly 
chief of the registry division, with 
which the company had dealings, and 
now chief of the classification divis- 
ion, has not yet been submitted to the 
postmaster general. 


Charges Against Masten. 


Postal inspectors are investigating 


charges made against John M. Mas- 
ten, now assistant superintendent of 
the- railway mail service and formerly 
chief clerk of the first assistant post- 
master general's office. A man named 
Terry, now in the government service, 
has made an affidavit before the in- 
spectors alleging that Masten, while 
chief clerk to the first assistant post- 
master general, proposed that Terry 
pam him $50 down and $8 or $10 a 
month to secure reinstatement in a 
former position in Masten's bureau. 
Terry charges that he was originally 
a $600 employe in the iload letter 
office, that he was removed under an 
order of Masten and put into the city 
postolHce, that he protested and that 
finally Masten suggested his getting 
an outside party, who was a friend of 
Masten and former employe of the 
postal service, to help him. 


The affidavit alleges that Masten 


gave Terry assurance that if he paid 
the amount mentioned he could get 
back; that he went to Masten's house 
about the matter but did not pay the 
money. Terry charges that subsequent- 
ly he made an affidavit, making these 
charges-, and handed It to Masten to 
present to First Assistant Postmaster 
General Johnson, and that the affida- 
vit did not reach Johnson. According 
to the charges, Masten subsequently 
was asked by Terry for the affidavit 
and refused to return it, and Terry 
thereupon placed the information be- 
fore the civil service commission, who 
took up the matter with the president

In Cardinal Svampa's name there 


is a seeming aptness.

Svampa in Italian means a flaming 
torch, and in the quarterings df his 
coat of arms is a blazing sun. 'These, 
ments of the prophecy of St. Malachy 
just as the star in the family escut- 
cheon of Pope Leo made him out the 
"Lumen in Coelo," a "light in the 
heavens" of the 
prophecy - for the 


Pope to succeed Pius IX-. 
Besides 


Cardinal Svampa's career -and person- 
al qualities have longi since ranked 
him among te possible popes. 


He is Archbishop of Bolognia, and 


has won his way up to his high rank 
by the force of his own talents and 
abilities. He was born in Montegran- 
aro, June 13, 1851, and is, .therefore, 
one of the youngest of the cardinals 
He is an intense Roman and a man of 
action. He was ordained priest in 
1887, 
and on account of his scholar- 


ship was made professor' of law in 
the Apollinare Seminary and Titular 
Bishop. He was appointed '' to the 
See of Bolognia in 1892 and created 
Cardinal May 18, 1894.

The first few 
years of his life there were unevent- 
ful, but in 1870 he was chosen one 
of the representatives of the order in 
.he Ecumenical Council and gained 
some prominence there. 


Two years later he helped to re- 


store some of the possessions of his 
order in the far east, and was made 
ts head in 1881. When Brazil be- 
came a republic in io89 theaffairs of 
the church there were thrown into 
great confusion. Pope Leo sent him 
there as nunci, and hia success was 
so great in bringing about harmony 
in the new republic that he was made 
cardinal 
in 1895 and 
returned to 


Rome.

He acted for some time- us prefect 


of the Congregation of Bishops and 
Regulars, and on the death of Cardin- 
al Ledochowskt, last July, the pofce 
appointed him Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda, the great bureau that deals 
with the missionary church the world 
over, In this office he is the immedi- 
ate head of the church in the United 
States. 


He is a man of very^simple habits, 


leading a quiet, austcie life, not mix- 
ing up in the social swirl, and has al- 
ways stood outside the political In- 
trigues of the various cliqaes amoag 
the cardinals. He has a great chajpn 
ot manner, and is said to be the s$* 
cial favorite of the emperor of GAr* 
many for the succession.

CARDINAL RAMPOLLA. 


Cardinal Mariano Rampolla del Tin- 


daro, Secretary of State, comes of an 
old Sicilian family, and was born in 
Polizzo, August 17, 1843. He was ed- 
ucated at the college of Noble Ec- 
clesiastics, the training school of the 
Papal Diplomatic Corps. In 1875 he 
was attached to the Nunciature at 
Madrid and made a brilliant success 
there as nuncio subsequently. 


In 1877 he became identified with 


the Propaganda and on March 4, 1887, 
was created cardinal. A few months 
later he was made Secretary of State. 
He is the best trained of all the car- 
dinals in the all 'round administra- 
tion of church affairs and has long 
been regarded as the master mind of 
the Vatican. He has been most fre- 
quently mentioned of all the possible 
candidates, yet is believe* to have 
the least chance, as for many centur- 
ies no Secretary of State has suc- 
ceeded to the Vatican Tiara.

Santo Steffano, born at Berne Vagi- 
enna, July 9, 1828, and created car- 
dinal in 1873.

He is reputed to be the most iras- 


cible member of the college. He is 
a prominent leader of the intransi 
most intense hostility to the idea of 
any reconciliation with the Italian 
government. He is a baron of an- 
cient lineage and two of his brathers 
became Jesuits. He himself was in 
tho order for a short time, but left 
it and became a secular priest. 


For several years he was chaplain 


to the late King Victor Emanuel. In 
the conclave of 1878 he opposed the 
election of Pope Leo. His age makes 
him a favorite of some of the youn- 
ger candidates, who, not being sure 
of the necessary two-thirds vote of 
conclave, may favor him, with the ex- 
pectation that a short reign might 
give them time to strengthen their 
own chances at the next election.

ents, named O'Reilly, and that he

Albany, N. Y., July 15.—The quick 


wit of a deputy sheriff at Coxsackie 
prevented the lynching of James Lit- 
tle, a 19-year-old negro hailing from 
Summerhurst, N. J., who criminally 
assaulted Emma Cole, aged 11 years, 
daughter of Joseph Cole, a farmer 
living one mile back of New Balti- 
more. The negro escaped after threat- 
ening the child with death. Two other 
children had given the alarm and Mr. 
Cole and neighbors met the child com- 
ing home and at once organized a 
party to scour the country. A descrip- 
tion of the negro was sent to nearby 
towns and an hour later he was cap- 
tured. He confessed the assault and 
was locked up. Deputy Sheriff Sum- 
ner Van Loon, realizing that the com- 
ing of darkness 
would mean the 


creaking of the flimsy lockup and the 
death of his prisoner, smuggled the 
negro out and took him down the river 
on the boat to Catsklll, where there 
is a well built Jail.

Randies, it is understood, was 


not seriously affected, but was sick 
for a time. Vest Randies, it is said, 
has long been in poor health.

It was also 
reported to The Age 


that Dr. Stacy had four cases under 
his care, of people made ill by Dr.
